t tion as the inventor of type. 


The encyclopedia listing reads: 


"Gutenberg, Johannes (1400-1468), 
German inventor of printing from 
movable types." 


He produced the first type-print- 


ed book in the history of the world, 
the Gutenberg (or Mazarin) Bible, 
of which there arc only three per- 
fect copies In existence today. The 
best 01 the three is in the Library 
of: Congress at Washington, having 


y " been bought in a collection of 3,000 
'" books known to have been printed 


before the year 1500 for a total 
price of 1% million dollars. 


This is the record on GrUtenberg. 
But now it appears that Guten- 


berg, like Columbus, who "discov- 
ered" our continent 500 years af- 
ter Leif Ericson, and then named 
it for a fellow Italian, Americus 
Vespucius, instead .of the Iceland- 
ic finder — it seems that now Gu- 
tenberg's reputation Is to be spill-

of engraving a scries of individ- 
ual steel punches for all the letters 
of the alphabet (perhaps 300 sep- 
arate punches in all), then compos- 
ing them, a line at a time, and im-i 
pressing their faces simultaneous- 
ly into a brass plate to form a mat- 


"A rectangular box of about the 


same size as his lines, was then 
placed on top of the matrix plate, 
and hot metal was poured into it 
by hand. The lino of type was then 
ejected from this mold and the

This operation was re- 
peated for each line,

were 127,000 lines of the 36-line Bi- 
ble that he printed."

We know that Lief Ericson was 


almost 500 yeai-s ahead of Colum- 
bus in discovering America, land- 
ing at Labrador about the year 
•1000 and naming it "Vinland." But 
Columbus, navigating strictly on 
his own, reached the Caribbean— 
"and set off the tide of imigration 
which actually developed this con- 
tinent. In the broadest sense, there- 
fore, Columbus was the true dis- 
coverer — and Ericson 
a mere 


sightseeing tourist. 


And it's pretty much Uie same 


story with Gutenberg. While the 
other fellow may have invented in- 
dividual type letters, 
which 
the 


world called "printing" 
for 
the 


next 400 years, it is Gutenberg's 
very linecasting system that is 
used almost exclusively today. 


The linotype uses it, of course, 


automatically. 


But there is another modern ma- 


chine, the Ludlow, which uses Gu- 
tenberg's exact 
manual 
system. 


Large brass matrices of headline 
and advertising type are assem- 
bled by hand in a "stick" to make 
a line; this line is cast in hot met- 
al — and the original brnss mat- 
rices are then returned to their 
cases . . . without ever having 
touched ink or paper. 
These are 20th Century machines
